There is a Gentleman of Xawoignr, who ſhall be nameleſs, who 
could tell much more of this by woful experience. The Death of 
Monſieur Loxv0ss has reunited the Poſtage of Letters.tothe Royal 
Demeſne, which briags in fifreen hundred thouſand Livres to the 
Crown. They have alſo found a way by Loans upon the Town- 
Houſe of Parts, and the Tontin to ſcrape together about fifteen 
Millions, fince this War began. But theſe are Debts for which 
the King is Security, theIntereſt of which.conſumes every Year 
five Millions out of the Duties of Entry and Gabells upon the 
Salt which js ſpent in Pars, | 

There is alſo to be added about two Millions, ariſing from 
the Sale of Wood, and the King's Rights in the Waters and 
Forreſts over all the Kingdom, and Eſtates purchas'd or releasd.. 
And 1leave out near ſix Millions arifing from the American Plans 
tations, in regard that Revenue is intermix*d. with. the General ' 
- Great Farms ; beſides that, they are extreamly. abated ſince 
the War. ?Tis well known that the Companies and Aſſociations, 
in reference to the American Trade, of which the King is the 
Chief and Principal Head, are utterly exhauſted, and reduc'd 
to make new Funds to keep up their Reputation ;z that the con- 
{iderable Loſſes they have ſuſtain'd, the Interruption of Trade, 
their Inability to ſupply the Charge. of Fleets and Ship. 
ping, and their being refus'd their Share of the Profits and 
Prizes that have been taken from the Enemy by the King's 
Ships, has alrogether diſabled 'em to-ſuppore their Corporation, 
So that *cisſaid,they have reſolv'd to give up all into the King's 
Hands, to do as he pleaſes himſelf. . : = 

The two laſt Years, the Clergy by way.of Benevolence, for 
the Support of this War, contributed about eight Millions, 
which being added to their other Expences, of. which 1. haye al- 
ready. ſpoken, has reduc'd a great part of that voluminous Bo- 
dy to-the Order of Mendicants.

that before the War in 1672, it amonnted to- three hundred 
and fixty Millions of Livres; and though this be not a thing 
generally known, however there are very few of the more cy- 


- rions ſort, and the Officers of the Revenne, that are not well * 


inform'd of ir. During, and after that War, which ended in 
1678, by the Treaty of Nimeghen, they were ſenſible of a 


- Diminution of above forty Millions ; and tn all probability, - 


one would have thought that this Diminutior ſhopld have been 
ſupply*d by the New Conqueſts, and by the great Advantages 
of 'the Treaty of Nimeghen, and afterwards by the Truce: of 


' 4684, and by the Forrain Demeſnes, of which the Crown had 


made her felf Miſtreſs by Force of Arms ; yet quite the contra- 
Ty it was obſery'd, that the Money was lefſen'd above twenty 
Millions. Which Diminution proceeded from the Violences of 
the Collefors'of the Farms, too frequently exerciſed upon 
both Clergy and Laity ; from the Raſhneſs of thoſe that ma- 
mg'd the Afﬀeairs of the King, Clergy and People ; from the 


_ .oufragions Perſecution of the Proteſtants, who had a conſide- 


rable Share of the Wealth and Riches of the Kingdom in their 
Hands, and highly contributed both to the Increaſe of” the 
Farihs, andthe Trade cf the Nation, from the expenſiv®ÞForti- 
ficatiops which were rais'd, as well in the Enemies Country, as 


' upontheFrontiers, which carry*d vaſt Summs among the Ene- 


mies,. and the prodigious Prodigality that was exercis'd in the 
Courts of Forraign Princes, to-corrupt their Favourices, and 
keep their Maſters themſelves in Penfion. -1t isalfo requiſite for 
confirmation of what we have faid corcerning this Diminution, 
to obſerve by the by, that of all the great: Number of Merchants 
and Bankers that were in France within theſe twenty Years, the

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As for the Merchants and Bankers that. ftill bear uh; ſome 6f 
*tm dealt for k-hundred thoufand Crowns a Year, that for fome- 
Years fince would have thought themſelves happy to have dealc 
for ten thoaſand. And now behold another Procf of our Mit- 
ter of -FaCt, fo clear and convincing, that it-is not in the power 
of the moſt paſſionate Votaries to the Crown, to make any An- 
fwer toit; which is this, -that the King having order?d all the 
Money in the Kingdom, as well Gold and'Silver as Brafs, to be 
- catry'd int6 his Mints, to be there new ſtamp'd, paying the 
Augmentation ordain'd, which is almoſt a twelfth part: Ne-- 
theleſs,. hitherto, notwithſtanding all the Decrees and Editts - 
that have been ſet forth and proclaim®d, notwithſtanding all 
the Penalties denounc%d, and all the Diligence it has coſt 'em;. 
there has not been-carry'd - into the Mint, together with thar 
wifich the King himfelf ſent” in, above 65 Millions, of which 
there is noqueſtion to be made, in regard the Augmentation of 
the King's Duties for the Coinage hardly amounted to fix Mil- 
Hons and five hundred thouſand Livres.

For if on the oneſide, the price of Money be advanc'd, on the 


other hand, atl Commodities, Proviſions and Merchandizes are 


very much riſen; ſo that the King himſelf, conſidering how 
many ſorts of Merchandizes and other Commodities he is con- 
ſtrain'd to buy for the Supply of bis- Forces both by- Sea and 
Land, conſumes within a very little, all. the Advantage he re- 
reives by the Change. - More than this, we mult conſider, that 


. only his own People ſuffer all the Loſs, in regard this Aug- 


mentation of his Pieces is currant no farther then within the 
Extent of his own Dominions, and not in Forrain Countries; 
where the new French Money is not receiv*d but at the old Va- 
lue. We-are alſo farther to obſerve, that: at the ſame time 
that the Value of his Pieces was ratis'd in France, the Louidore's 
fell in Holland ; and whereas that in the Year 1686, they went 
at nine Florins fourteen Sous, after the Augmentation, they 
were worth no more than nine Forins,cight, and ſometimes nine 
Sous. So that at the bottom, whatever Augmentation they 
make inthe Money, it will never be able tg equal nor come near 


_ that Plenty, as there was among the People before the preſent
